Letter No. 1.—Tue Scuoor Law. 


“« The following communication has rested 
on my mind for years.—Between the con- 
sciousness of the effect that it would have 
on me personally, by reason ofthe great 
clerical influence in this part of the country, 
with whom I stood connected, and my sense 
of duty to the community, I have till now 
refrained from speaking of it, except to 
some of my friends—the designs of the con- 
gregational clergy have become so alarm- 
ing to the freedom of religious inquiry, and 
the liberties of our country, (for they are in- 
timately connected) I cannot feel excused 
to remain in silence.” The writer proceeds 
to state, that about the year 1799, hearing 
much of Thomas Jefferson’s infidelity, 
he called on a member of congress for in- 
formation. The member told him that he 
considered Thomas Jefferson a man of cor- 
rect morals ; but he endeavoured to show 
him the importance of having a President 
from the eastern states who would consult 
their (the clergy’s) interests and defend their 
rights.. “He then addressed me,” says 
the writer, “in sentiments like these, as 
near as I recollect : “I am_ surprised you 
have joined that party ; you are acting 
against your own interest. It is understood, 
among the opposite party, if they should suc- 
ceed so far as to have a decided majority in 
the states, the clergy are tobe remembered. 
We have conversed on the subject, but 
have not, yet, determined whether it would 
be best to have them, draw their salaries 
from the public chest at the head of govern- 
ment, or have provision made for them to 
draw from a deposit in each state. This, 
however, will be fixed in season. You will | 
then be able to support some dignity of 
character.—You will not be troubled with 
the whims and complaints of many in your 
parish. This is generally understood among 


meeting houses, depending on the presi- 
dental election, sprang from the same source. 
This led the clergy to enter into a closer 
connexion. Where there was no state con- 
nexions formed, they were immediately at- 
tended to. These conventions meet once a 
year in each of the states east of the Dela- 
ware, and each convention chooses two dele- 
gates to represent them in éach of the states. 
They have formed a creed, which they have 
mutually pledged themselves to support. 
They have concerted their Magazines, their 
Missionary labours, their Tract Societies, 
&c. to establish this creed in the minds of 
the serious part of the community. They 
have established a Theological College in 
Massachusetts, devoted to the same object. 
They-have gone so far in this State, (Ver- 
mont ;) and, as far as I know, it is the same 
in other states, as to choose a standing com- 
mittee to grant license or liberty to clergy- 
men, who come into this state, to preach jn 
their churches. They have agreed to have 
no fellowship with a clergyman, who will not 
progure such a license, and have warned 
the Wiverches against hearing any one, how- 
ever, well he may come recommended, unless 
he produces such alicense. They have ex- 
horted the churches to excommunicate as 
heretics all those who will not assent to their 
creed : and there are, in a large proportion 
of the towns (or townships) among us, those 
who are excommunicated on this principle. 

“It is the devotion of my heart that this 
design, like the hypocrite’s hope, will event- 
ually prove nothing more than a spider’s 
web.. Though I am one of those victims 
whom their policy has given over to feel the 
effect of their anathemas, I still entertain a 
hope, that the civil policy of my country will 
never compel me to apply to a creed-maker 
to manufacture a set of articles of faith be- 
tween me and my Redeemer.

LETTER I. 

Dear Brother,—As you mentioned to me 
a few days since, that you could not find a 
single text of scripture that favored the doc- 
trine of Universal Salvation,—I told you I.

derstanding.”. We should never have such 
an exalted opinion of our own understand- 
ing as to suppose that we have attained to 
ike summit of wisdem and knowledge ; the 
light of life, as well as science, is progress- 
ive on our minds, and we shall do well to 
take heed, as the apostle Peter informs us, 
‘as to alight that shineth in a dark place, 
until the day dawny and the day star arise 
in our,hearts.” It is said too, that this 
light “‘ shineth more and more unto the per- 
fect day.” 

Come then, dear brother, and let us walk 
in the light of the Lord. 
we will endeavour to get right conceptions 
of our Creator,—this, I think, will assist us 
greatly in our progress after truth. Let us 
search diligently to find what account the 
Bible gives us of his character. The Psalm- 
ist says, “‘ he is good unto all, and his ten- 
der mercies are over all his works.”

.”—We will now inquire how far his 
goodness extends.—Scripture and reason 
both teach us that he is an infinite Being— 
therefore, he must be infinite in all his attri- 
butes, and if he is good at all, he must be 
infinitely so.

Now, Mr. Editor, the Prophesies of the 
Bible, which claim to be a revelation from 
God, tell us that the nation of the Jews shall 
be brought to receive Jesus Christ, by faith, 
as the Messiah, and that they shall all be 
righteous : But this prophesy is not fulfilled ; 

according to the above reasoning (if it 

be not an abuse of the word,) it is no reve- 
lation from God ! The prophesies of the Bi- 
ble plainly declare that we shall exist after 
this life : But we have never existed in any 
state beyond the present mode of being— 
Therefore, according to the logick“we are 
considering, this is no revelation from God, 
because it is not fulfilled! Indeed ; all the 
prophesies which are not yet fulfilled, are, 
according to the argument of this writer, 
unworthy of credit: Yea, more; they are 
ronounced by him to be no revelation from 
fod, because the time of their fulfilment has 
not yet arrived ! This is not all—Many of 
the prophesies have been fulfilled ; yet it is 
pleaded by Deists that they are of such a 
character as might earily have been antici- 
pated by the calculations of sound political 
wisdom on the one hand, and on the other, 
that they were written after the events of

and Paine, had no just claim to rationality. ? 
Yet they have not only doubted the inspira 
tion of these prophesies, but have laboured 
to prove them an imposition upon mankind. 
Add to these another fact, with which al- 
most every school-boy is familiar ; that Jews 
and Christians apply numerous prophesies of 
the Old Testament in a manner entirely dif- 
ferent, and to things quite dissimilar in their 
character.

How deep! how rich is the wisdom of

lasting life to a guilty world! Well might 
the apostle exclaim in rapturous astonish- 
ment, “OQ the depth of the riches, both of 
the wisdom and knowledge of God ; how 
unsearchable are his judgments, and his 
ways past finding out !” 

From these pleasing considerations, we 
turn to view the dealings of God in his judg- 
ments on man, the design of these judgments, 
why they are said to be unsearchable, and 
the ways of God which are past finding out. 

1. It is obvious, in view of the preceding 
context, that the term judgment as here 
used, has the signification of calamity, dis- 
tress or condemnation. 

In speaking of the judgments of God, it 
is pertinent to remark, that they are appli- 
cable to. nations and individuals. 

But before we proceed to treat particular- 
ly of judgments, it is necessary that we at- 
tend tothe cause by which they are produ- 
ced. In order to ascertain this, we should 
do well to consider, that in all the dealings 
of God with his creatures, he has recourse 
to the rules of strict justice and_ propriety. 
As the divine Being is impartial in his wis- 
dom and ways, it is rational to conclude that 
he has never visited nations or individuals 
with judgments, any farther than they have 
transgressed the law of his commands, or 
violated that principle of eternal right which 


|the honour, power and glory, of drawing 
water from the rock, for the refreshment of 
fsrael, which were due tohis Creator. And 
by consulting the Chronology of the kings, 
we shall learn that the uniform cause of the 
captivity of Israel, was their departure from 
the laws of their God, and their bondage, 
the effect of their idolatry. 

Omitting particulars, we pass to the com- 
‘mencement of the Christian era. At this 
period we find Jerusalem a peaceful city, a 
quiet residence for the sons of Jacob. Here 
it pleased God to manifest his glory in the 
person of his Son, as he had promised to 
the antient Patriarchs. Him, however, 
whom God had sanctified and sent into the 
world, was rejected by the house of Israel ; 
'and by both rulers and people, treated with 
the utmost indignity and contempt. For 
fet being satisfied with ridiculing both him 
and his doctrine, their blindness, zeal and 
arrogance led them to stone him for his be- 
'nevolence, bear false witness against him 
for the truth which he testified, and even to 
put him to the most cruel torture that pride, 
malice and envy could possibly invent. ‘Thus 
| they crucified the Lord of life and glory, 
which was the cause of all the complicated 
woes that afterwards fell on their devoted 
heads, 

_Their being broken cff from Christ the 
good olive tree, as expressed in the preced- 
ing context, their fall, and the blindness that 
happened to them until the fulness of the 
Gentiles should come in, were evidently in 
consequence of their unbelief, and rejection 
of the Messiah. And I may add ; of all the 
condemnation that moral beings have ex- 
perienced under the gdvernment of God, 
from the days.of primeval innocence to the 
present generation, we may attribute trans- 
gression as the cause, with the utmost safety.
